It  is  ])rol>ably  not  thought  of  at  all  In  .Chicago  to-diiy,  lu  the 
bustle  of  the  World's  Columbian  ExhibHiou.  After  twenty  yours 
of  developuient,  more  rapid  than  ivny  that  had  tjiken  phuv  e\oii 
in  its  own  history,  Cliiciigo  resohx-d.  when  it  was  pnHH>sed  to  hold 
in  the  United  States  an  international  exhibition  In  eonimoinorntiou 
of  the  discovery  of  America  by  Columlnis.  to  possess  this 
exhiiiition. 

It  seemed  to  lier  merchants  perfectly  appropriate  that  Chicago 
should  be  the  site  of  the  Fair.  The  situation  and  circuni stances 
which  hiid  made  the  city  whai  it  whs.  made  it,  in  their  opmlon. 
the  most  fitting  and  representative  city  in  America  in  which  to 
hold  a  World's  Fair. 

II  was  in  a  spirit  of  entire  conlidenco  in  this  fact,  and  in  the 
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uf  wealth  In  Chicago  pledged  them- 
solves  for  hirtre  ttums. 

No  tloubt  the  llcpit'si'ntutlves  who 
voted  for  Chicago  believed  that,  if 
any  city  eonUl,  In  loss  timu  three 
years'  thne.  mako  ready  a  great  luterna- 
tiomil  cNhiliitiou  which  should  surpass  in 
sine  and  Importiuux'  iiny  which  had  yet 
lieon  held,  that  cily  was  Chicago. 

Al  any  nito,  Chicago  was  selected.  An 
excellent  ulto  for  the  exhibition  wan  ob- 
tained t»y  the  surrender  of  one  of  the  lurirest 
and  most  beautiful  of  the  imblic  pavksof  the 
city.  The  work  of  orgiinizatiou  and  eon- 
strnellon  was  pushed  rapidly.  There  wore 
imiKirtant  natimial  ottmmitteesnnd  cttmmis- 
slonel^,  bnt  the  iiitunl  work  of  plaunine 
and  acixuiiplisliing  the  work,  and  os|x<ciHlly 
of  s{>endlm;  the  money,  has  been  done  by 
a  few  citiieus  o(  Chicago  who  aro  at  the 
head  of  the  World's  Columbian  Kximsition 
Association  of  that  city. 

In  onler  that  the  city,  its  a  cor|K>rAtion, 
might  nssL^t  effoctlvely  in  the  onterpriiiic.  it 
was  neci'ssttiy  that  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  Illinois  should  lie  adopted, 
iwrmittlivi  Cliimgo  to  Iwrrow  live  million 
ilollars  to  advanw  to  the  KxiMisition.  The 
ivople  of  Illinois  gave  their  (.vnsent  to  this 
Amendment.  TTio  city  has  piu^'cd  to  the 
rest  of  the  country  its  entire  eonfldcuiv  in 
the  sucivss  of  the  entcrpri><. 

Finally,  Congrcs*  appropriated  in  nld 
of  (ho  exhibition  live  million  Colnmbian 
linlf-dollars— an  ainuuut  which  was  auj: 
■iicnted  by  the  sale  of  these  souvenir  coins 
iUaprenduin.  This  appmprinlion  put  the 
llnni  seal  of  i:itverninental  Appn^at  uiK>n  the 
greut  eiilcrpri^v. 
The  result  at  tliis  dale  lias  abnudiuUly  justitied  Chirat'o's 
coiilideucv  in  herself  and  the  wneral  wniideucc  in  her.  A  World's 
Fair— the  ninth  real  international  oxhlhUion  which  has  ever  been 
held.  iH'ginning  with  the  one  at  the  Crystal  I'alaw  lu  I.*>udon  in 
18.'1  -  is  now  open,  and  it  «ur|)ti>ses  not  only  in  nioguttiide. 


There  Is  a  grain  of  truth  in  the  suggestion  that  Clii.ngo  lUelf 
will  be  the  main  exhibit  of  the  World's  Columbian  l.xposit.on. 

\Sithout  disparagement 
of  our  older  cities  it  can 
be  asserted  that  Chicago 
typifies  American  enter- 
prise more  than  any 
otlier,  and  presents  in 
ilranialic  aspects  the 
quick  and  lasting  results 
of  American  foresight, 
energy,  plnck  und 
audacity. 

Cliinigo  is  territorial- 
ly the  biggest  city  in  the 
world.  Its  urcft  includes 
one  hundreil  cij-'hty-live 
K(imirc  iiiiles.  or  nearly 
three  times  the  area  of 
the  nisUict  of  Columbia. 
Of  course  a  coiisidera- 
l)ie  imrt  of  llns  is  subur- 
bun,  with  houses  few 
and   far   between ;  but 
for  all  that  Chicago  Ims 
the  largest  population  of 
any  American  city  ex- 
cept New  York,  and  it 
is  estimated  to  rank  as 
siNtli  or  seventh  in  size 
unioiig  all  the  cities  of 
the  world. 

U  is  not  to  be  won- 
dered at,  therefore,  that 
many    people  should 
think  ('hicHCo  a  phice 
where  one's  pocket-book 
will  be  in  constant  dau- 
irer.  The  old  llieory  that 
the  streets  of  a  big  city 
are  full  of  pitfalls  has 
a  very  linn    hold  on 
the  average  ninid.  In 
respect  lo  the  city  of  u  World's  Fair  this  idea  is  strengthened  by 
the  nowspaiier  stories  about  the  opportunities  for  extortion,  not  to 
say  roblwry,  that  the  World's  Fair  will  create. 

Of  course  the  presence  of  visiting  millions  will  altrftct  from  all 
over  the  world  crlrntnnls  who  will  reckon  on  profiting  by  the 
pnivcrbial  carelessness  of  holiday-makers,  and  by  the  ignorance  of 
surroundings  that  often  makes  lioUdiiy-makers  in  a  >tninge  city 
easy  prey.  Hut  nioasnres  have  been  taken  to  protect  visitors  to 
the  FxiK)sition.  The  iK>lice  force  of  Chicaco  has  for  some  time 
boon  in  tHunmunivatlon  with  the  police  department  of  every  lai'iie 
city  in  the  world,  1-ondou,  Paris,  Now  York,  Vienna,  .'^t. 
Petersburg,  Rome,  Madrid,  and  in  fact  every  large  centre  of 
(wpnlalion  will  send  some  of  its  most  expert  deteclives  who  have  a 
long  BCiinaintauce  with  the  criminals  of  llieir  resi)echve  cities,  and 
who  will  be  on  the  liKikout  for  these  iieople  in  nnd  about  the 
World's  Fair. 

These  deloctives  will  not  wear  imiforins,  as  that  would  defeal 
the  object  for  which  they  coinc  to  Cliicago.  They  w  ill  apK^r  to 
the  inexiR'ricnced  eye  onliuary  citizens  in  evory-day  clothes.  Hut 
they  will  1h,«  on  the  alert  all  the  lime,  more  particularly  in  the 
nclghborhwHl  of  the  railway  stations,  and  many  an  old  offender, 
ciMuins  to  I'hieano  ex(>ecling  to  re'ap  a  harvest,  will  lind  his  care-cr 
cut  short  Ihe  uionu-nl  lie  stops  foot  on  the  railway  platform. 

lie  will  Iw  given  the  choice  of  Iwing  locked  up  in  Chicago  as  a 
vntrraut  till  the  Fair  ends,  or  of  beiiitr  sent  back  to  where  he  came 
from.  K  retxuxi  will  Ik-  kept  of  all  the  thieves  so  sent  back,  and 
should  they  come  again  tlioy  will  lie  clapi^ed  into  prison  nntil  lb  ■ 
F.xiKisition  is  over. 

Hut  even  more  dangerous  than  the  downright  Ihief,  to  the 
visitor  fitnn  the  country  or  a  small  city,  is  the  extortionate  hotel 
pniprict^tr.  tiackman,  or  board in!:-house  keejx-r.  who  may  nui»osc 
such  charjTo  for  the  aeeommodutions  wliieh  they  know  the  visitor 
must  obtain  that  he  may  be  roblicd  of  more  of  his  money  in  the 
lone  run  than  if  he  Imd  lost  his  purse  immcdinlely  on  his  arrival 
in  the  city.  To  guard  against  this,  the  Fxix>silion  has  established 
the  Burean  of  Public  Comfort.  As  this  Unrean  is  i«rl  of  the 
Kx|iits!tion  nutnageinent,  anything  promised  by  it  can  lie  relied  on. 
'  The  lirsl  thim:  done  by  the  otttcnils  of  the  Hnreau  of  Poblic 
Comfort  was  to  scud  ar\>uud  to  every  hotel  and  boa nline- house  in 
the  eit>'  of  Chicau'o  and  aswrtnin  )n^l  how  many  nwms  the 
prv>prictor  would  lune  to  rent  dnrim:  the  Fxjtosition.  In  some 
inses— as  for  exainiile  the  big  dowa-iown  hotels,  which  mil  be 
fidl  all  the  time — there  were  very  few  rooms  which  the  Bureau 
could  prumise  to  its  clients.

There  need  be  no  fear,  then^fore,  on  the  score  of  extortionate 
.har-os  for  lod^'infis.    Hundreds  and  thousands  of  boBnling- 
houBCS  in  every  part  of  the  city  have  been  listed  with  the  Bureau 
of  rnblic  Comfort,  and  to  those  visitors  can  RO 
who  do  nut  want  to  l.o  annoyed  witli  the  bip  crowds 
on  the  World's  Fair  Rrouuds. 

At  the  Dedication  hist  October,  there  was  a  (,'reat 
outcrv  bccftnsu  a  few  nibmcn  wanted  to  exact  about 
live  faros  from  people  who  hud  to  take  part  in  the 
Civic  Procession.  Many  papers  said  that  this  was 
bnt  a  sample  of  how  iicople  would  Iw  robbed 
when  they  came  to  the  Exjiosition. 

Bnt  the  cabmen  soon  found  out  that  the  World's 
Fair  }H;oplo  and  the  eiti/.eiis  of  Cliicano  would  not 
ivilow  the  good  name  of  the  city  to  bo  Injured  by 
thoKrocd  of  a  few  hacltmcn.  The  result  was  that 
.■verybodv  pot  conveyances  to  the  Kxiwsition 
.'rounds  at  ordinarv  fare,  although  It  la  worth 
Tvhile  mentioning  that  every  cab  in  the  city  was 
pressed  into  scivia-  during  these  two  days. 

When  the  World's  Fair  opens,  things  will  he 
very  diffcreut  from  what  they  were  hist  October. 
Then  the  Illinois  Central    Kallroad~the  shorUist 
line  from  the  cilv  Ui  the  Exposition  grounds-waa 
all  torn  up  on  account  of  the  track  beiug  elevated, 
riiis  work  is  now  nearly  done,  and  by  May  Urdt 
there  will  be  half  a  do/.en  lines  of  track  for  the  use 
of  the  World's  Fair  tralllc  only.    In  addition  to  this,  the  elevated 
road,  which  was  but  partially  completed  la^  Oetober.  wdl  l.e 
cmtirelv  Imished.     One  end  of  this  line  is  iuBlde  the  ExposiUou 
-rounds.   The  fare  from  the  heart  of  the  city  will  be  live  cents. 
"   The  Mrcet  cable  cars  run  s..uth  from  the  city  on  two  man. 
streets,  suite  Street  and  Cottage  Grove  Avenue.   Iho  Cottage 
Orovo  Avenue  line  comes  within  two  blocks  of  the  ground^,  ami 
the  state  .Street  line  connects  with  electric  cars  which  run  i)a«t  the 
.'ates  at  the  south  cud  of  the  Park.

Tliis  ajiart- 
inent  contains  all  the  Lafayette  relics  which 
have  been  loaned  by  his  family  for  exhibition. 
Connected  w  ith  this  is  an  Ionic  imvilion  devoted 
to  the  model  uinnicipalily  of  Paris. 

S]iaiii  has  reproduced  the  I.oiija  ut  Valencia, 
(iimlcmalu  has  a  coffee  iilantalion  with  its 
wealthy  owner's  Iioiiso.  Costa  llica,  Haiti, 
Coloiiiliift  and  Venezuela  have  similar  struc- 
tures, lira/il  has  erected  an  exceediiisly  strik- 
ing biiildin«  in  which  are  displayed  the  works 
of  her  artists,  and  w  liii-h  will  suhseiiueutly  be 
TUiiiuved  to  Itio  lie  .laiietro. 

These  liuildiiiKs.  1"  addition  to  piovidiiin 
characteristic  represonlntion  of  forcitin  archiiectnral  fashions,  are 
liitoiidcd  aik  elnb-honses  wliere  visitors  from  thctr  respective  coun- 
tries may  Rist  when  siillicieiitly  demornlized  by  trviiifi  to  see  the 
whole  Kxposition  the  lirst  day  of  thoir  arrival. 

Whole  wtHdis  "ill  not  be  wasted  if  spent  in  llie  Midway 
I'lalsance.  This  is  the  imphemistic  torni  tor  the  section  devoted  to 
"sido-shows."  This  is  the  spot  wliere  the  KxiiusitiiMi  luindlndders 
hope  to  reimburse  ihomselvi's ;  and  here  the  pilfirim  thirstitig  for 
sl^'lit-sueiiii;  will  be  inclined  to  keep  his  purse  wide  open. 

Hero  are  acres  of  characteristic  shops  in  which  the  oddest  of 
oddities  may  be  appix'ciated  tn'  secured.    Streets  of  Cairo  mid 
Tunis,  a  Moorish  palace.  secHons  of  Constiintinople  and  Al;:iers. 
and  Polyiioslan  vUlaKos  provide  adofiimto  pictures  of  unfamiliar 
life,  where    barbaric  jewelry,  embroideries  and  ull  manner  of 
ciiriosilies  are  made  and  sold  by  natives.  This 
section  of  the  Kxposition  is  lirilliaiit  with  its 
gilded  domes,  uinlticolored  flails.  awniiii:s  and 
haimiiitfs,  its  rare  rni:s  and  j.reciuns  metal  fabrics ; 
but  no  national   pride  has  led  to  its  enliciiifr 
beauty. 

Here  also  are  the  cycUiraiiias  of  Switzerland 
and  several  cities,  as  well  as  a  realistic  siiectacle 
represenlinK  a  descent  into  the  burning  crater  of 
Kilanea.  in  Hawaii. 

A  Haialinri:  showman  lias  erected  ail  amphi- 
theatre where  ten  thousand  persons  may  witness 
the  i>erforuiance  of  a  miiltitiide  of  trained  animals 
in  a  vast  ciiijed  ai'eiia.  In  cottaties  t;roiiped 
around  clever  counterfeits  of  Miickross  .\bl)ey 
and  lilaniev  Castle.  Irish  lu'asants  make  laces 
and  bo«  oak  carvings.  Not  far  away  is  a  branch 
of  the  most  famous  Venetian  rIass  company. 

I'rovisiim  for  the  inner  man  has  not  bfcn 
omitted.  .Vl  almost  evt-rv  turn  there  are  Viennese, 
Polish  and  Parisian  cafOs,  Kn^lisli  inns,  German 
taverns.  New  Kiiu'land  clam-bakes,  -Tapanese  ond 
SiiiirhaleH-  tea-houses,  and  no  end  of  i-estaiirunls 
l>urportine  to  enter  to  the  jialatcs  of  all  nationali- 
ties. Cocoa  niav  be  tasted  at  a  score  of  Dnteh 
lionths;  and  cu*ry  land  wliieh  irrows  coffee  serves 
that  la'veratfc  as  only  natives  can  prepare  it. 

The  K\po»ilion  is  a  pndiibition  city  to  tlie 
extent  that  akidiolic  drinks  may  la*  obtained 
only  US  accessories  to  meals  in  n'sular  restaurwnts. 
Tlieix'  an-  iu>  .Vmerican  bars.  Pure  \Vaukeslia 
water  »liich  has  jonrneyi'd  lhn>iit;li  a  tiuudred 
miles  of  pi{ie  may  lie  obtained  at  a  thousand 
automatic  fautvts  by  dropping  a  i<eiinv  in  the  slot. 

Here  niv  tlie  chanicieristie  odors  of  every  elime.  -the  Bnlfiarian 
attar  of  ivm;,  the  fraymut  shrutis  and  Idossoms  of  the  tn>pics,  the 
ft>iintaiii-<  of  German  and  French  ixiKiuitcs,— an  inlinite  nninl'er  of 
deli;lhtf»l  scents,  as  well  as  the  annua  of  llie  F.skunos  and  some 
others  with  wliich  .\mericans  an-  fortunately  unfamiliar.

Not  only  are  the  wchhIs  of  American  forests  exhibited 
here,  liut  those  of  foreifjn  countries.  Japan,  Honduras,  IVru, 
Haiti,  Ecuador,  Colombia,  Mexico,  Kcw  South  Walce,  Braxll 
and  most  European  countrle^i  all  have  exhibits  liero.  Sect  ions  of 
the  tree-trunks  are  Imilt  u]!  one  above  another  iti  ornate  iirofnsmn. 

The  foreii;n  exhibits  include  all  the  rcmurkalilo  woods  and 
^Kood  products,  familiar  to  Americans  only  in  name.  iTiilla  will 
display  sandalwoods,  Hrazil  will  show  the  various  K'rades  of 
mahogany,  California  the  redwood  iind  Sn/iwiu  (jiyantra,  Canada 
the  various  pines,  birch  and  maple. 

Nebraska  will  show  the  results  of  trce-pbvnlmi.',  and  the  s|)oeial 
results  of  the  obsorvanco  of  Arbor  day  in  tliat-stale.  This  exhibit 
will  contain  tabulated  information  conceriimK  each  specimen.

These  Kskimos.  it  shonl.l  be  slated,  arc  not  fr-mi  Alaska,  but 
fn„n  Labra.Ior.  fro...  the  vicinity  of  CaiK.-  {  biKllcigh  southward 
t..  the  Moravian  Mission  of  Nftin.  They  arc  of  the  same  nice, 
however,  ond  in  garb,  methods  of  hnntiug  and  mode  of  life 
clo«'lv  resemble  those  of  Northwest  America,  known  there  also  as 
Innuite.  Mahlcmuls  and  by  the  whalemen  as  "Huskies."

Three  bright  boys  abioit  the 
village  are  Fttiiiiuk.  Dcnomllnk  and  Kamalinit. 

One  liaby  girl  three  months  old  bears  the  rather  pretty  name  of 
Piiniilniok  which,  as  pronounced  by  her  Inniiil  mother,  has  a 
very  musical  liilonalion.  One  little  boy,  also  aged  three  months, 
born  In  this  country,  has  been  by  common  consent  clinstene<l 
Christopher  Columbus! 

The  wee  baby  of  tlireo  weeks,  alluded  lo  above,  is  to  be  named 
Na.icv.  Her  motlier's  mission  or  Christianized  name  is  Kstlier; 
and  Ksther  is  ft  very  prcllv  liltle  matron,  in  seul-skin.  not  inucli 
more  than  r.lncleeii  years  of  age. 

ThcBO  iK'Ople  have  ajipeared  i-ntlier  more  ftl 
home  during  the  cohl  weather  of  the  past  winter 
than  they  will  Ihrongh  a  western  summer  perhaps  ; 
bill  they  will  be  scarcely  loss  interesting  in  Jnlv 
lliiin  in  January,  so  remote  are  their  habits  ami 
appearances  from  anything  to  which  Americans 
arc  accustomed.

Five  of  the  men.  thiTo  of  the  women  and  a  numt>er  uf  the  girls 
and  boys  have  alivady  learned  to  speak  F.m;lisli  with  ecmsidenibU- 
fluency;  and  when  the  visitor  has  l>e(\mie  a  little  familiarixed 
with  their  apiwamnce,  he  will  ihid  that  they  are  by  no  means 
lacking  In  intellvireniv,  shivwdness.  or  even  In  humor. 

T'lie  thive  older  men  evince  a  candor  and  sihkI  sense  with 
ivsard  to  their  situation  at  the  Kxi>osition  and  their  svtjoum  in  the 
Fulled  States,  w  hich  do  i;t\'at  credit  to  iheir  |xt»ers  i>f  ohservatiun 
and  judirment.  They  (xui verse  sensibly  and  give  one  the  impres- 
sion that  lliey  aeeept  the  fact  that  they  are  a  part  of  the  Fair  and 
heniv  must  tulemte  w  ith  iBitieiu-e  ami  giwd  humor  the  sometimes 
im]ierlineni  curiosity  of  sii;ht-si.'Vrs.

Il  is  with  dilHculty  one  believes  that 
the  walls  are  not  miisonry.  So  perfectly  do:^s 
staff  adapt  itself  to  the  needs  of  such  hni-e  temporary  glruetures! 

Nor  is  it  for  walls,  pillars,  colonnades,  gables  ftud  cornices 
alone  thai  this  niujric  material  lends  itself  with  such  success.  It  Is 
eiiiiallv  available  for  the  artistic  decorations,  the  pediments.  tliO 
huge  alleworieal  stntiiury  ami  the  emblematic  and  mythical  ineees 
which  so  preeminently  distiiiKuish  these  World's  Fair  stfnctun-s 
from  all  other  great  buildings  yf  the  country. 

llnsiiiess  blocks  there  are  in  many  cities  a^  lall  as  these;  but 
they  ai-e  simply  huge,  siiuare,  box-like  ediflccs  for  the  most  part, 
lackinc  in  archilectnnil  beauty  and  artistic  adornment.  IJiil  the 
Kxiiosilioii  bHiidln;;>  appear  fairly  to  blossom  at  every  portal, 
portico,  pani)>et,  arcade,  niche  and  spandrel,  with  not  only  the 
moix'  common,  simple  devires.  but  with  ft  profusion  of  the  most 
variously  ixuuvived  statuary,  siMjcially  devised  for  the  Columbian 
anniversary.  The  extent  and  variety  of  this  external  art  work  of 
the  Kx]>osition  is  wonderful.

.\nd  this  which  looks  to  be  so  truly,  so  stU|>cndously  marble, 
pure  white  frwm  Mount  IVntelicus.  or  Faros,  is  all  of  staff! 
One  >yondev>  when  and  when*  it  has  all  been  fashioned  and 
designed,  and  how  the  artiats  can  have  mauased  it. 

All  or  nearly  all  these  diverse  grvmps  and  pieces  have  been 
created  here  on  the  irrounds  wUhiii  the  jiast  few  months.  Tlirongh- 
out  the  winter  the  Forestries  Uulldlng  has  l<een  one  great  studio  to 
which  not  many  kH>kcrh-on  have  been  admitted,  and  none  without 
a  siH.'cial  ivrmlt,  or  "pass." 

The  Forestries  Ituildiiig.  as  many  readers  will  recall.  Is  located 
iu  the  southeastern  nimrter  of  the  KxiH>sUion  grounds,  on  the 
rvK'ky  )>enlnsnla  K-yoiid  the  southerly  arm  of  the  Lairoou.  It  is 
live  hiindnHl  and  twenty-ciiiht  feet  in  length  by  two  hundred  in 
breadth,  and  is  in  itself  A  curiosity  of  architecture,  being  of  the 
rustic  type  In  a  remarkable  docret'. 

A  veranda  extends  entirely  atwund  the  »tructure,  the  roof  of 
which  is  supported  by  a  c^tlonnade  of  triple  columns,  twenty-five 
feel  In  heicht.  each  the  trunk  of  a  larv*e  trw  with  the  l«ark  intact. 
The  walls  are  o(  slabs  fiwui  trees;  and  the  dix»r-frrtmes,  wiudow- 
frames,  iwuels  and  interior  )«rtitions  are  done  in  ihv  samo 
Arboreal  style. 

The  building  is  designed  (u  house  the  forestry  and  natural 
i  wo^nIs  exhibits;  t)ut  meantime,  before  the  arrival  of  ihcs«.  it  has

mane  or  excavating  an  . 
car.    Beyond   are  Am- 
phitrites  and  Tritons  for 
tin.' fountains;  Thors  and 
Haiders;  Greek  iithlctus 
hulling  the  disfus;  Nio- 
lies,  Veiiiises,  .Iiiiios  and 
Apollos;  and  not  far  off 
II  Colinnlius,  fourteen  feet 
tall,  lioldin;.' uji  the  stand- 
ard of  SpRin,  with  tho 
deteniiined    mien    of  ii 
lierciilt'S. 

This  statue  of  Colmii- 
Uus  stands  on  the  plaza  in 
front  of  the  Adiuiiiistra- 
tiou  BuildinK,  and  was 
designed  by  .Miss  Mary 
Lawvenie,  a  pupil  of 
Augnstus  St.  Gftudens. 

Some  statue,  Imst  or 
mask  of  tho  Discoverer 
meets  the  eye,  indeed,  at 
nlmost  every  turn. 

From  another  alcove 
looks  forth  llie  laurel -crowned  liead  and  severe  fealni-os  of  n  great 
CiEsar,  with  his  Hrntiis  liaid  by,  still  hickim,'  le^'s  and  ariiiK. 

No  fixed  plan  for  the  construction  of  these  ivuiliitioiis  crcutions 
seems  to  have  been  followed.  In  one  quarter  the  tlanros  are  lirst 
fashioned  in  sculptor's  deep-brown  c-lay  and  afterward  coated 
over  with  liquid  i>la.ler.  In  another  the  hero  or  the  horse  is  uiado 
up  from  sections  of  staff  cast  on  wooden  molds  and  skilfully 
joined  together,  piece  to  piece,  supported  inside  by  a  woodou 
frairie,  or  skeleton. 

In  still  other  instances  the  artisans  appear  to  have  set  lo  work 
with  tibre  and  plaster,  and  slowly  bnilt  the  figure  from  its  pedestal, 
.iiitliniug  and  fashioning  it  as  they  proceeded  upward.  Kacli  finer 
artist  has  apparently  had  his  own  ideas  and  his  own  methods  of 
coiistrnclion. 

Not  the  least  dirtii-nlt  feature  of  these  art  labors  has  been  the 
removal  of  the  ponderous  groups  from  the  workshop  lo  their 
„,,lK»nted  places  on  or  about  the  bnildiugs.    Tackles,  cranes  and

The  use  of  ico 
in  "creameries"  will  be  shown, 
as  well  as  cold  storage  of  milk 
and  cream  for  Irftnsiwrtation. 

At  the  dairy  cafii  connected 
with  this  exhibit  the  best  of  indk, 
01*00111,  buttor,  curds,  cheese  and 
coreni  focids  will  be  served  at 
moderate  prices. 

Tho  near  prosciice  of  the  great 
pule  bine  lake  adds  a  charm 
to  the  Coliimliinn  Fair  grounds 
which  no  World's  Fair  previously 
has  possessed.  From  almost  every  point  of  view  some  glimpse 
is  gained  of  this  wide,  R'stfnl  expanse  of  the  "nnsalted  soa." 

At  no  other  great  city  of  the  country  could  this  pleasing 
foatnro  have  been  obtained;  not  even  if  liie  beautiful  Central  Park 
of  New  York  City  had  been  siirrenderet!  for  an  P'.xpositioii  site. 

l  he  landscai*  artists,  Messrs.  Olinsled  and  Codiiiaii.  who  liii<l 
out  the  grounds,  were  not  slow  to  ivi>prccinte  the  effects  thai  might 
he  produced  by  making  use  of  tlie  lake,  ami  by  n  true  stroke  of 
genius  added  greativ  to  them  by  the  >kilfnl  introduction  of  water 
throughout  tho  site  llsuif. 

What  WHS  formerly  a  marsh,  snriouiided  by  sandy  dunes,  has 
been  dix'dged  out.  excavated,  banked  mid  walled  around  by  mimic 
masonry,  to  form  nn  oxtcnsivo  and  pleasing  aystoin  of  lagoons, 
Imsins  and  canals  more  than  ii  mile  in  length,  eonneeling  with  tho 
lake  tiutli  at  the  north  and  soiitli  ends.  Thus  in  place  of  a 
uniformly  level  park  we  have  all  of  tho  effects  of  water  and  water 
craft,  with  green  bor<ler»  of  sedires,  iris,  pond  lily,  licllcl>oi'C, 
sweet  lUig,  bulrush,  ami  fmiuent  graceful  thickets  of  willows. 

In  fact  the  grounds  may  be  said  to  include  ponds  and  streams, 
for  the  Itcaulilieallon  of  which  scores  of  the  neighboring  eonntrv 

brooks  and  little  lakes  were  des|K>iled 
of  their  natural  growths,  which  were 
ruthlessly  griitiltcd  up  for  transplanta- 
tion here. 

In  the  largo  central  Lagoon  \m 
Wooded  I>land.  called  also  Kose  Island, 
connected  with  tlie  broad,  serfientino 
walks  on  either  side  by  four  or  more 
of  the  handsome,  arched  Rialto  bridges. 
On  so  grand  a  scale  is  everything  Iieiv 
that  one  can  scarcely  Iwlieve  that  this 
islet  contains  an  area  of  nearly  sixteen 
acres.  It  has  lioen  the  design  to  con- 
vert it  into  a  garden  of  Dowers  and 
(lowering  shrubs. 

Towaul  the  southerly  end  on  the 
cast  side  is  located  the  rose  ganlen, 
where  will  bloom  dnnng  the  early 
summer  not  less  than  twenty  thousand 
n^ise-bushcs iif  every  known  \ariety. 

On  a  small  outlying  islet  nt  the  ex- 
treme south  eiul  is  located  n  iiuhIcI 
"lluiiler's  Camii."  a  fc»turv  which  the 
boys  will  searce ly  forget  lo  ^isit.

At  the  Centennial  Kxhiliition.  held  at  Philadelphia  in  IS71;,  in 
celeltriitiim  of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Dctlamtion 
of  IndeiKjndenre,  not  a  few  Sljites  of  the  Union  erected  huildiuns 
for  the  nse  of  their  rilizens.    But  the  idea 
was  ft  new  one,  and  the  buildings  were  not 
coUefted  in  one  place  hut  were  scattered 
almost  at  random. 

A  (^renter  niimher  of  states  than  took 
part  directly  in  the  Philadelphift  Fair  will 
he  represented  by  buildings  in  Chicano 
durini;  the  present  summer,  and  the  build- 
ings, as  may  be  seen  by  maps  of  the  two 
International  Expositions,  will  he  more 
satisfactorily  placed  and  erouiied  than  was 
the  case  at  I'hiladelphia. 

AU  the  buildings  of  the  Kxposition  an; 
situiited  within  Jackson  TarU.  The  State 
Buildings  occupy  its  extreme  northern 
section,  and  are  picturesquely  distributed 
about  the  Fine  Arts  Bnihiing. 

In  most  cases,  the  cost  of  Slate  Build- 
ings has  been  met  from  moneys  sot  aside 
by  the  respective  legislatures.  But  in  some 
few  instances  the  money  lias  been  subscribed 
by  iniblic- spirited  citizens,  who  were  not 
willing  that  tlicir  stales  should  bo  unrcjire- 
sontcd  because  their  legislatures  hml  failed, 
for  constitnlioual  or  other  reasons,  u>  make 
provision  for  erecting  such  structnros  at 
Chicago. 

These  buildings  are  iu  charge  of  a  Board 
of  State  Managers,  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernors of  the  several  states.  To  care  for  their  state's  good  name 
in  the  Exposition;  to  sthuulate  friendly  rivalry  among  those 
industries  showing  the  pTOgross  of  the  Art*  and  Sciences  within 
the  state;  and  to  suggest,  prepare  and  care  for  state  exhibits - 
so  called  heeause  the  expenses  in  exhibiting  them  are  generally 
paid  by  the  state— ar«  all  included  mnong  the  many  duties  of 
State  Managers. 

They  form,  as  it  were,  a  channel  of  communiciition  between 
thii  individual  of  the  state  and  the  Exposition  authorities.  Their 
clients  are  the  people  of  the  state,  to  whose  reasonable  api'cals  for 
hell)  and  advice  they  are  in  duty  bound  to  listen  and  as  far  as 
possible  conform.  The  services  of  the  State  Managers  may  t>e 
as  valuable  to  the  general  Kxposition  authorities  as  they  are 
iadispensable  to  the  home  exhibitors. 

They  know  the  needs  of  tlieir  respective  states,  and  the  wishes 
of  their  governments  and  citizens,  far  better  than  these  can  possibly 
be  known  to  outsiders.  Therefore,  their  advice  should  Ih) 
constantly  sought,  in  order  to  secure  an  exhibit  from  each  state 
which  shall  best  show  its  resources,  and  add  to  the  value  of  the 
F.xposition. 

The  thousand  and  one  details  of  business  transacted  iu  the 
offices  of  a  Board  of  State  Managers  arise  mostly  from  their 
cooi)eration  with  the  exhibitor  <ui  the  one  haTid  and  tlie  Exiiositioii 
ollicials  on  the  other— a  cofiperation  which  to  be  truly  effective 
must  be  not  only  hearty  but  enthusiastic. 

So  soon  as  iho  Exposition  shall  have  been  ojwned.  the  scene  of 
work  for  Boards  of  State  Managers  will  change  from  their 
respective  state  capitals  t<i  Chicago,  where  at  least  one  member 
>hould  be  constantly  at  hand  to  assist  the  iwople  of  his  state,  as 
well  as  to  assume  charge  of  the  State  Building- 

The  uses  of  this  building  will  vary  materially  with  the  seveml 
states.  In  some  will  be  found  a  few  exhibits  designed  to  illiistnite 
the  natural  resources  of  the  state.  To  these  will  Ih;  added,  ui 
other  stite  buildings,  exhibit-s  of  women's  work. 

In  others  accommodations  will  he  given  to  the  many  a^^ovm- 
tions  which  may  be  prevented  by  the  classification  of  the  Exposition 
from  entering  any  of  the  lar^'e  buildings.

THE  MULTIPLE  SPEED  SIDEWALK. 

During  the  heat  of  sumuiur  the  steamboats  that  will  ply  Iwtweuii 
the  city  and  the  Fair  grounds  will  be  the  most  comfortable  mode 
of  conveyance.  They  will  land  paBseugern  at  the  Umg  j-ler  near 
the  Peristyle.  lajiig?  It  Is  the  largest  ptor  in  the  world.  It 
projects  iiito  the  lake  fully  half  a  mile,  and  \n  two  hundred  and 
llfty  feet  in  width.  It  [jowsesses  the  dlmeiisionB  of  a  i«irk  and 
the  greatest  objucliou  to  It,  from  a  woory  visitor's  point  of  view, 
at  least,  is  lis  great  length. 

This  objection,  however,  Is  bnivoly  dl»|KHied  of  by  the 
intervention  of  the  Multiple  Speed  Sidewalk,  called  also  Hie 
Travelling  Sidewalk,  or  the  Ixjcomotlvo  Sldrwalk. 

This  IS  a  mechanical  devlc-e  for  facilitating  travel  on  Iho  pier 
and  enabling  the  t^mrlet  to  make  the  trip  In  ua««  and  comfort, 
refieshed  by  the  lake  breeze.  Here  the  sidewalk  duos  the  travelling 
instead  <if  the  human  wayfarer. 

The  contrivance  consists  t»f  a  sidewalk  on  low  wheels,  which 
traverses  the  entire  length  of  the  pier  on  one  -Uh-  and  n-lnrnr.  on 
the  other,  making  a  loop  at  each  end.  It  bait  two  iiarallel  scctlomi 
or  platforms,  one  moving  at  a  rale  of  three  miles  |«;r  liour,  orat 
about  ordinary  walking  speed,  and  the  other,  which  U  provided 
with  seilces.  at  six  miles,  or  easy  driving  rate.  It  makes  no  .b^ps 
but  is  eonstautiv  moving  on.   f)nc  nmy  ride  on  either  section.

Hut  tliat  CohiinbuN  was  inlonvd  lu  tbo  «iVHl  cbaivl  of  tlie 
catliodral  lliero  is  no  room  for  doubt.  Aside  fnmi  tlie  testimony 
already  cited,  and  uioii-  tbat  coulinun  it,  we  bavo  tbo  ivconl  of 
over  a  hundred  years  later  wliieli  sliows  tbat  wlien  Ibo  Knirlleli 
iuviidod  the  isliiud  tlio  arcbbisbop  ovdeied  tbc  tombs  to  bo  covoivd 
witli  eartli,  to  prevent  tlicir  dosceratiou :  "Ks]R>ciallv  tbat  of  Hie 
old  admiral,  wbicb  U  in  tbc  evamtelio  of  m>  boly  cbuicb  and 
obanel."

AKaiii,  In  1083.  the  diocwsiui  synotl  of 
Santo  Domingo  states:  '-Tbo  Itone^  of  C,  Colon  ftiv  tbon)  in  a 
leaden  case,  in  tlie  presbytery  .  .  .  according  to  tbc  Inidltlon  of 
tlie  old  iiiliabitants  of  tbo  island." 

Just  a  bntidrcd  years  later  tbe  liislorian,  Morcan  do  St.  Mi'r>  , 
stales  Iliat  llic  denu  of  tlic  eatlicdml  alllruiod  that  tlieiv  wins  ti  box 
of  lead  enclosed  in  one  of  stone,  which  iniditioii  constant  and 
unvarying  pointed  to  as  contnininir  Ibc  bones  of  Columbus.  Thus 
we  have  lhroii(;b  two  hundred  yearii.  cumulativo  evuluiKV  that  the 
body  of  the  great  admiral  rested  ui  tbe  cathedml. 

In  179/).  by  tbe  Treaty  of  Ibisle,  Spain  wdod  Santo  Domluco 
to  France,  but  some  Spaniards  reinciubei'od  the  ashes  of  Columbus, 
and  felt  that  it  would  be  nuworlliy  Ibc  Krealnoss  of  Spain  to  ullovv 
Ibese  relics  to  pass  niidcr  Hiiother  llaj?. 


neadoiiiielaiis  were  of  the  opinion  tbat  ibo  remaiiiMif  fWo  iiiemhoril 
lit  loatd  of  the  Columbus  family  were  interred  in  the  presbytery  of 
the  catliodral,  namely  :  ("hrliitopbor;  UlOKO,  lilaaoii;  Bartbolomow, 
hlH  brotbor;  Lnis  and  (■rislobnl.  jfiandMons. 

In  1K"7  repairs  wore  undertaken  lu  Ihe  chancel  of  thocuthcdral 
of  Srtuto  Douiiufco,  dnrliiK  which  a  vault  was  dlucovorod  on  tbo 
left  itldo,  facliitf  llio  nave,  coulaiiiliiK  a  small  box  of  lead.  ThU 
tell  to  pieces  on  i-omoviil.  ll  had  an  luscriptlou  that  road; 
"in  AlmmtniK,  D.  l.uia  Cohn,  Ihii/iuxh-  ]Waifim,  Murr/ites  de  — " 
^uvsiimably  oT  .himairn. 

It  was  not  known  that  tbo  jiraudiron  of  Columbus  had  been 
bnrloil  bore,  but  this  was  proof,  and  It  revived  tbo  tradition  that 
his  Kiandfaibcr  whs  buried  on  tho  oppowito  side. 
So  tho  bishop  decided  to  seavoli  the  ulleRod  rostinR- 
placo  of  the  bones  of  tbe  admiral  whllo  tho 
lepalrtt  were  proKresslng. 

After  ^omo  excavation  Hie  luvestiRalors 
oiK'ued  tho  spot  bidicated  by  tradition  as  that 
wheiiw  had  coino  tho  romaliw  transported  to 
Havana.  Here  a  small,  empty  vault  was  broiiRht 
to  llKhl.  This,  without  doubl,  wiiB  tho  ^anlt 
fvoiu  which  tlio  aslioft  taken  away  lu  ntW  had 
lioen  ix'inoved,  nud  the  Camm  lielliul,  la  eliar«e 
of  Ibo  itivodtlKation,  bi-llou'd  that  this  would  only 
leml  to  provo  tlio  truth  of  tho  Spanish  aco>unt. 

lint  the  next  day  tlio  upaoo  beiweeii  Ibo 
ompty  vault  and  tho  wall  «)f  tho  iiilliedral  was 
nmudod,  ttiid  noiuo  bidlcntions  of  aiiotbor  tomb 
HCR' discovcivd.    A  plow  of  a  lavk'o  slone  slab, 
that  hud  lieeti  imrtly  r\nealed,  was  broken  off 
and  Ibwuk'h  the  oiwniutt  tlius  made  was  seen  a 
\aidt   onilaiiiliii:   an  object    like   a   sauaiv  box. 
In-iatilly  tbo  chief  vontrymau  haj«tened  lo  inform 
tho  archbishop  of  what  had  occiirrod.   Tho  foroi^n 
aul^ul^  weiv  iiolillod,  and  cauio  lo  tho  rnlhcdml, 
wheiX'  tho  canon  was  awaitim;  theiu. 

Tbo  niou  wcrv  workitiK  imdvr  dlrecttou  of  SoAor 
.!.  M.  ('u!.tillo,  ft  civil  eniilneor,  who  bad  churirc  of 
all  lni)iortiiut  works  III  the  island,  ami  with  whtnn 
1  bavo  freiiueutly  conversed.  Seflor  Castillo  diwl  in 
1892;  his  loss  Is  seveivly  felt  lu  Santo  Domimio. 
where  his  dlsHuKuished  taleul*  us  ati  emtmeor  and 
his  Koulal  proseueo  were  lib;ldy  osleemed. 

The  canon  and  the  cnKliieor  ({uanlcd  the  vault 
iiutil  the  arrlvftl  of  the  civic  and  cei,'lesiaslieftl  di>;- 
nltarlos.  In  their  preseiuT  the  oiwniui;  was  onlarin.*d 
and  the  object  umldo  n-vcaled  to  W  a  Imx  of  lend, 
rosiiiui  upon  two  bricks.  The  lop  was  eowivd  w  ith 
dust  and  muaU  pieces  of  stone.  Init  it  was  ainM^rent 
that  tbciv  was  an  luscriplion  on  It. 

Kverythiuc  was  then  left  as  found.  The  onthedral 
doors  tveit*  locked  and  u  fiuant  plmvd  arvniml  them, 
the  keys  IwiuK  left  in  the  iHissessioii  of  Canon  llelllnl. 

On  the  lentil  of  Septeml>cr  the  liox  was  taken 
out  in  the  pirn'ni'c  of  tho  civil,  cc^'lcsiasiical  ami 
military  authorities,  of  tlio  consular  e^ir)>5  and  uf  a  gival  nutulwr 
of  natives  and  foivitiuers.   Only  a  8U)terllcial  examiuAllv^n  of  Ihc 
bones  wuld  lie  made  «t  that  time,  but  it  seemed  plain  to  all 
present  that  Hie  vvrlti\lde  tvniains  of  Columbus  had  licon  found. 

Guns  awoke  the  distant  echtws  and  Ih-Us  rauj;  joyously  their 
loud  acelaiui,  iii  honor  of  Columbus.  It  is  ivrtain  that  the  i;ivaI 
ndutlral  never  rci'vivcd  a  moiv  disiiitorestcii  ovation  than  this 
boinnw  tendered  his  memory  by  the  pcoi)l«  of  Santo  Doming.

CO  "  rvi...  a  ...b.  .-ting  of  protoxide,  which  preserve,  it  for 
Lntiiries  wilbont  oilier  alteration.  The  color  is  dark  «r«y,  or  of 
Txide  of  lead.  sud.  as  would  naturally  result  fr-nn  the  exposnre. 
As  to  Its  preserva.io...  the  vault  in  which  it  was  found  is  entirely 
of  »lone  and  brick,  very  dry,  and  without  wood  or  any  other 
substance  thai  could  affect  tbe  ineUil. 

On  tho  outside  of  the  lid  was  this  inscription : 
-I),  de  la  A.  I'rr  /l/*-,"-wblch  was  Interpreted  to 
mean,  -Dlscoveror  of  America,  l'ir*t  A.liuinvl." 
It  has  been  advanced  as  an  artfuinciit  ufjaiiisl  the 
oulhenlicilv  of  Uieso  remttins,  that  the  term 
"Ainoricft"  was  not  in  use  at  the  time  the  ashes  of 
Columl.us  were  brought  to  Sant*)  Domingo,  and 
bonce  that  Uio  inscription  miist  be  siuirions.  IJnt  it 
has  been  satisfactorily  shown  tlnit  the. term  Aincrieft 
was  in  use  as  early  as  1.V20,  or  stxieen  years  at 
least  before  Hie  Iraiiblatitni  of  the  remains. 

On  the  Inside  of  tho  lid  are  tho  words:  "I/tlrc 
y  i:>/o  r^inm,  Ihi  f'viHt'wid  Colon."  On  the  right 
end  of  the  case  is  thr  letter  "A ;"  011  the  left  end  and 
on  tho  front.  ■  '  V  I  ho  silver  plato  found  in  the 
case  also  bud  inscribed  011  it  the  name  and  titles  of 
Colninbus,  and  it  was  hold  by  the  Domiuicjiiis  that 
the  proof  of  gcnulncncas  was  ovorwbolining,  in  tho 
inscripllona  and  in  tlio  locality  in  which  the  ease  was 
found. 

Uegardiny  the  writing  on  the  silver  plate,  a.n 
objoction  has  been  raised  that  tbc  "s"  in  the  spelling 
of  Cristoval  was  not  of  Hie  kind  iu  vogue  in  tho 
sixteenth  century,  and  could  not  be  genuine,  but 
this  I  myself  proved  to  bo  an  error,  for  iu  the  oldest 
records  of  Hio  cathedral,  the  ISook  of  Ituptisms, 
beavini:  date  l.'iOl,  this  eamo  form  of  "s"  ia  used. 

I  caused  to  be  made  a  facsimile  of  Hic  casket  in 
wbieli  tbe  remains  were  found  in  1S77,  and  this  was 
sent  to  Chicago  for  exhibition  with  other  relics  of 
Columlnis.  After  the  ideutilieation  of  the  bones, 
they  were  deposited  iu  a  cell  behind  one  of  tho 
chapels  in  tho  ailbcdral. 

Eveiitnallv  tho  leaden  case  was  oucloscd  in  one 
of  satin-wood  nnd  triass,  so  that  everything  is  visible 
to  Hio  observer— case,  bones,  and  iiisciiiitions. 

Tho  discovery  of  these  romains  soon  atlraeted  the  attention  of 
Spain,  for  lior  claim  to  tbe  true  relics  was  iu  daiiirer  of  bcnig 
Invalidated.  The  Royal  Aeiulciny  at  Madrid  dihcusscd  the  cinestion 
at  great  length,  and  linally  published  a  book  containing  the  results 
of  their  invostigatlona.  Tbe  subject  was  treated  exhaustively,  but 
with  evident  beat  and  some  prejudice. 

While  the  book  sums  up  Hie  evidence  against  the  validity  of 
the  Domingo  bones,  yet  it  offers  nolhiug  to  prove  that  the  h-x-fh. 
or  vault,  opened  by  the  Spaniards  in  17!).'>  contained  the  true  relics 
of  Columbus;  In  fad,  it  is  all  of  a  iieg«tivo  character. 

but  tho  conclusion  readied  by  the  Academy  is  that  "The 
n^iiiiiins  of  Cristoval  C.Hou  arc  in  tbe  i-atbedral  of  liabana.  in  the 
shadow  of  the  glorious  banner  of  Caslile.  ...  It  is  most  lit  that 
over  his  sopnleher  waves  tbo  simio  (lag  that  sailed  with  him  from 
PaIos  in  the  Snufn  .tltrrtd." 

lint  I  think  tbiit  tbe  Dominicans  have  a  stronsier  case  than  tliO 

llavaneso. 

The  Spaniards  fonml  altsulntely  nolliim:  to  inove  that  the 
ashes  thcv  removed  in  17%  were  those  of  the  admiral,  and  no 
claim  is  advanced  that  they  did.  The  only  tradition  they  had  lo 
guide  tbcm  was  that  the  remains  wore  on  the  gosi>ol  side  of  tbo 
altar— and  this  is  equally  applicablo  to  the  vault  ojieued  in  1877. 

The  error  of  tho  Spaniards  lay  In  their  Ignorance  that  there 
were  two  vaults,  elosely  eonliguous— that  only  a  few  inches 
distant  from  the  one  they  opened,  was  another'  liotb  vaults  arc 
under  tho  diancx'l.  both  on  the  gosiwl  side,  but  tbo  ouo  containing 
tho  romains  alleired  by  tbe  Dominieiuis  to  bo  those  of  Columbus 
Is  nearer — close  to— the  wall. 

Tho  Spanirtitls  by  chance  oi»enod  a  vault  wherein  were  tho 
fragments  of  a  leodou  wise  unti  vestiges  of  human  remains.  As 
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they  could  not  pivsumc  that  close  at  hand  there  was  another  vault, 
they  tbouuht  ilicy  li.id  found  w  hat  they  wanted. 

Whose,  then,  were  tbe  remains  i-urried  to  Havana  in  \7^'  '■  It 
was  nt  Ilrst  thought  that  thev  wtn  those  of  Don  Dartlioloiucw. 
Christopher's  br^tlher.  who  died  at  Santo  Domingo  in  l.iU,  but  il 
was  cwneUideil  that  Hicy  )>erl.iine>l  to  Don  Dieiro.  the  son  and 
vioenjy,  who  wos  iutorreit  in  the  chancel  of  tlie  raUiedml.

The  Department  of  KtlinoloRV  has  a  sjiccinl  buildiug  at  the 
World's  Fair  for  the  illustralion  of  man  and  bis  works.  U  U 
cflUed  the  Anthropoloijicul  Bnildinc  It  Is  divided  into  three 
pections,  one  of  which  is  the  section  of  Antbropolosy.  In  various 
ways  it  will  exhibit  the  physical  chamcleristics  of  the  native

peoples  of  America.  From  the  combined  results  of  the  observa- 
tions npon  the  living  and  the  dead,  li^lit  will  be  thrown  on  the 
(inestious  of  the  race  affinities,  migrations  and  the  on^-iii  of  the 
pre-hisloric  peoples  of  Aliieiica. 

This  section  will  contain  two  collections  of  skulls,  besides  the 
tabulated  and  mapped  results  of  a  vast  iinmlier  of  measurements. 
One  will  show  the  different  tyiies  of  lonK-  and  short-lieaded 
people,  as  well  as  the  deformed  and  patholof?icnl  specimens. 
Anion?  tlie  deformed  skulls  will  be  exhibited  examples  of  many 
artilicittllv  shaped  heads,  illustrating  the  custom  of  pressing  little 
children's  heads  out  of  shape  by  means  of  cradle  boards  and  other 
such  appliances. 

The  second  collection  of  skulls  will  consist  of  typical  sjieciineiis 

of  man,  woman  and  child. 

Measurements  have  been  taken  of  about  five  thoiisuiid  school 
Chiidreii  in  several  cities,  as  well  as  of  the  children  in  tlie  In.liun 
schools,  and  also  of  many  of  the  schools  of  Japmi.  The  relation 
of  the  development  of  school  children  to  their  siirronnduifj  coiidi- 
lions  will  be  shown  by  diagrams  and  Uibles. 

The  object  in  the  section  of  Ethnology  will  be  to  show  prmiitlvo 
forms  of  life,  customs  and  institutions,  as  well  as  the  distribution 
of  the  different  races  over  the  earth,  'l  Ins  exhibit  will  be 
arranged  according 
to  countries  and 
tribes,  atid  will  be 
supplemented  by 
examples  of  dress, 
utensils,  ornaments 
and  weapons.  Lieu-
